This 
locatioh was the former residence of Genovese LCN Boss Vincent 
Gigante. Other boxes/plastic bad are copies of Title III audio 
and video tapes I I 


These boxes of audio/video tapes were originally 
maintained in locked room, down hall from Squad C-5. Tapes, 
especially those made at 505 LaGuardia Place, under constant 
review, primarily by BQMRA. Primary purpose was in putting 
together case regarding Vincent ; Gigante sanity hearing, 
approximately 1995-96. 

Writer was transferred to C-38, May 1997, and boxes 
cleared out of original room. They were then stored in closeted 
area used by Squad C-38. No further need to review these tapes, 
and writer requests they be transferred to ECU, and ultimately to 
offsite warehouse at 315 Hudson St.

SUBJ ECT; SLOT MACHINE CONFISCATIONS AT A CHURCH 


1 As a result of information developed by the Organized Crime 
Investigation Division, it was known that Organized Crime members had/6aused 
the placement of a large number of slot machines at St. AnthopyjA—Church 
(153 Sullivan Street - confines of the 1st Precinct). This inforptation was 
imparted~f!b the" 1 Public Morals Division at 2200 hours, Thursday, June 13, 
1991. It was further noted that a "street feast" was in progress at St. 
Anthony's. Further that the placement of slot machines ^(inside church 
auditorium) was affected in such a manner as to be easily visible to persons 
traversing the sidewalk and roadway of Sullivan Street. 

2. The undersigned and the Division's Integrity Control Officer — 
Lieutenant I I immediately responded to location. About eight 
(8) slot machines were in fact visible from sidewalk of Sullivan Street. 
Lines of persons "three deep", including youths, were observed depositing 
coinage within these machines. Upon entry into auditorium (about 10 to 12 
steps below street level), seven (7) additional machines were also observed. 
Again, "players" were observed at all of these machines, as previously 
described. Total : Fifteen (15) machines. , 

t 

3. Investigation failed to identify the, "operator" of these 
machines. The undersigned then unpegged the electrical lines of all 
machines. '"Players" immediately left the area of the; machines. 

4. Subsequently, a I I appeared and stated he was the 
pastor of the church. He stated/the two (2) pe rsons who were r esponsible 
for the machines had left the chtirch auditorium. I [questioned 
the law regarding slot machines. However, we clearly explained that slot 
machines were contraband under New York State Law. 

5. We then proceeded to dismantle the machines in that we removed 
slot* machine "Wheels", circuit boards and coin-hoppers. At this time it was 
noted that a number of the machines had been "internally bolted". These 
bolts are affixed in such a manner to render any significant chance of 
winning impossible. Whereas most slot machines have pay-out rates of 83% 
("house" retains 17 cents of each dollar deposited in machine, on average) 
we would estimate the "bolted" machines had pay-out rates below 50% (and 
perhaps lower!).

6. _ was provided with a demonstration as to the 

"internal bolting" of these machines. He made no comment. 

7. One of the fifteen (15) machines was also being used as a "safe 

deposit box" and yielded several paper bags containing about $2,100.00 in 
U.S. bills. Coinage removed from these fifteen (15) machines totaled 
$5,745.00. Value of each machine is estimated atj$,2,500.00 - total value 
of machines is then $37,500.00. :

8. SUMMARY 

It is not the practice of the Public Morals Division to cause 
unjustified enforcement action at any religious: institution. Few such 
enforcement efforts have occurred over the past few years. However, it has 
never been the practice of religious institutions to introduce slot machines 
into their "street fair" activities. 

The "internal bolting" of some of the j mechanisms of these slot 
machines is clearly not designed to promote "gambling", but rather designed 
to steal money from players.. Winning of significaht amounts of money is not 
improbable - it's impossible ! We cannot conceive of any religious 
institution knowingly condoning the operation of "jrigged" gambling devices. 
However, it is noted that this is a standard practice by Organized Crime 
operatives. 

The placement of these slot machines inside the church auditorium 
in such a manner as to be clearly visible to street pedestrian traffic, 
evinces a reckless arrogance and disrespect of the law. The operators of 
these machines, relying upon some supposed "churchjsanctuary" openly flouted 
their criminal activity in the face of government and openly defied 
government to act. 

The Organized Crime Investigation Division has maintained "voice 
and video" on a known Organized Crime headquarters. This surveillance has 
been in progress for about one (1) year. These Organized Crime members are 
believed to be the real owners and operators of thb fifteen (15) confiscated 
slot machines.
